Setting JBIG Compression - change 

The default setting for JBIG compression mode, as documented in 
the fax guide, has changed from "Off' to "On." Step five, under 
Setting JBIG compression mode in Chapter 3, Configuration, 
should be changed to read as follows: 

5 Touch ON (default) to enable JBIG compression or touch OFF to 
disable JBIG compression. 
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Redial-on-disconnect error note - addition 



Add the following note to the end of the section, Setting redial rules 

in Chapter 3, Configuration. 



Note You may observe a redial message on the control panel when both the 

Redial-on-Busy and Redial-on-No-Answer settings are set to off. This 
occurs when the fax accessory dials a number, establishes a 
connection, and then loses the connection. As a result of this error 
condition, the fax accessory performs two redial attempts (the first one 
at 26,400 bps and, if that fails, a second one at 14,400 bps). During 
this redial operation, the fax accessory displays a message on the 
control panel that indicates that a redial is in progress. 



Service setting - additions 

Additional service settings have been added to the fax accessory 
service menu. The following three new settings should be added to 
the end of the section, Service settings in Chapter 6, 
Troubleshooting. 

V.34: This setting has two values (Normal and Off) that control the 
modem's baud rate. The Normal setting allows the modem to select 
(negotiate with the other modem) any of the supported baud rates up 
to 33,600 bps. The Off setting sets the baud rate to 14,400 bps. This 
setting remains set, until changed. 

Maximum baud rate: This setting is similar to V.34 but provides a list 
of baud rates to select for operation. If the fax is having 
communication errors, use this setting to select slower baud rates to 
determine if the communication error is caused by the phone line. 
Once this setting is set, it remains set until changed. 

Speaker mode: This service setting has two modes, Normal and 
Diagnostic. In Normal mode, the modem speaker is turned on during 
dialing through the initial connection and then shuts off. For 
Diagnostic mode, the speaker is turned on and remains on for all fax 
communications until the setting is returned to Normal.

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Schedule printing of faxes setting - name changes 

The Schedule Printing of Faxes setting name has changed to Fax 
Printing. This name displays in the fax menus. In addition, two 
sub-menu items have changed, as identified in the procedures below 
The following four pages replace the first four pages in Chapter 4, 
Faxing (advanced). 

This chapter describes the advanced fax settings. Access to these 
settings is from the Fax menu, under the MFP control panel menus. 

Advanced fax settings include: 

• Changing your personal identification number (PIN) 

• Fax Forwarding 

• Scheduling fax printing (memory lock) 

• Polling another fax 

Secure settings 

Two settings, Fax Forwarding and Fax Printing, are secure features 
and require a PIN. The first time you access either setting, you will be 
required to create a PIN. Once that PIN is created, it is used to 
access both features. That is, a PIN that has been created for Fax 
Forwarding is used to access Fax Printing, or, if the PIN was first 
created for Fax Printing, it must be used to access Fax Forwarding. 
Only one PIN can be created to access these secure settings. 

If Fax Call Report is enabled with thumbnails, a report will still print 
with a thumbnail of the first page of the fax, when Fax Printing or Fax 
Forwarding is enabled. If you wish secure fax printing, disable printing 
the thumbnail on the Fax Call Report. 

Changing your PIN 

This procedure describes how to change your existing PIN. 



Note Always save your PIN in a secure place. If you lose your PIN, you must 

contact HP Service Support for information on how to reset the PIN, 
see "Customer Support." 

To change your PIN, complete the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch FORWARD FAX or FAX PRINTING to 

display the settings screen. 

5 Touch CHANGE PIN to display the PIN screen. 
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6 Using the keypad, type the PIN (at least four digits), and then 
touch OK to display the CHANGE PIN screen. 

7 Type a new PIN using the keyboard, then press OK. 

8 Verify the PIN by typing it again, and then touch OK to save the 
new PIN. 

Setting fax forwarding 

The Forward Fax setting allows you to forward all received faxes to 
another phone number. When Forward Fax is enabled, the receiving 
MFP prints the fax (if Fax Printing is disabled, the fax prints when the 
printing is enabled), and also forwards the fax to the fax forward 
number. 

Note Fax Forwarding is attempted only once no retries occur. Also, all faxes 

will be forwarded in fine or standard resolution. 

To set Fax Forwarding, complete the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch FORWARD FAX to display the PIN 
screen. 

5 Using the key pad, type your PIN (must be at least four digits) and 
touch OK. If you have an existing PIN, the FORWARD TO 
NUMBER screen displays. If a PIN has not been created, you are 
prompted to verify the new PIN by typing it again, and then press 
OK. 



Note Always save your PIN in a secure place. If you lose your PIN, you must 

contact HP Service Support for information on how to reset the PIN, 
see "Customer Support." 

6 Touch FAX FORWARDING to display the FAX FORWARDING 
settings screen. 

7 Touch FORWARD TO NUMBER to display the keyboard. 

8 Type the fax forward phone number, and then touch OK to enable 
Fax Forwarding. 
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Scheduling fax printing (memory lock) 

Fax Printing allows you to specify when faxes print. If Fax Printing is 
disabled, received faxes are stored to memory and not printed. When 
Fax Printing is enabled, all stored faxes print and all faxes that are 
received print. 

It is possible to access fax jobs stored in memory using the MFP 
Retrieve Job menu. Using this menu, jobs can be printed or deleted 
while they are stored in memory. For additional information about this 
feature, see the Retrieve Job menu description in the MFP user 
guide. 

Fax Printing can be turned on and off manually or scheduled to go on 
and off automatically for days of the week. The Fax Printing schedule 
can be set to lockout an entire day (24 hours) or lockout a time period 
during the day. Only one lockout period can be set, but it can be 
applied to any number of days. The lockout period is setup using the 
Fax Printing setting, see "To create a fax printing schedule." 

To enable/disable fax printing 

Note Prior to enabling a fax printing schedule, a schedule must be created, 

see "To create a fax printing schedule." 



1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch FAX PRINTING to display the PIN menu. 

5 Type your PIN (must be at least four digits) and touch OK to 
display the FAX PRINTING menu. If you do not have a PIN, you 
will be prompted to create one.

Fax Printing and Fax Forwarding use the same PIN. If you have created 
a PIN for Fax Forwarding, enter that PIN here. 

To create a fax printing schedule 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch FAX PRINTING to display the PIN menu. 

5 Type your PIN and touch OK to display the FAX PRINTING 
menu. If you do not have a PIN, you will be prompted to create 
one. 

6 Touch CREATE FAX PRINTING SCHEDULE to display the 
schedule settings. 

7 Touch PRINT END TIME to set the schedule time when faxes will 
not print (begin the lockout period when faxes store to memory), 
select a time, and then touch OK. 

8 Touch PRINT START TIME to set the schedule time when faxes 
will start printing (end the lockout period when faxes are not 
stored to memory), select a time, and then touch OK. 

9 Touch SCHEDULE DAYS, to display the list of days. 

10 Touch a day (MONDAY for example) to display the day lockout 
settings, and then either: 

• Touch STORE ALL FAXES to lockout the day (24 hours), or 

• Touch PRINT FAXES AS SCHEDULED to use the Print End 
Time/Print Start Time schedule for that day. 

Repeat this step for each day you want to schedule. 

11 Touch OK to exit.
